Under tnis advantage ihe rich grow 


richer with wonderful rapidity and the 
active, producing classes, of course 
hsre ta stand the bun-den. It was under 
tbe operation of the gold standard in 
England that the class of small fanners 
•was entirely wiped oat and the land 
came into the possession of a class o 
•wealthy capitalist holders, the former 
owners becoming mere tenants on 
lands thfiv once were the proprietors of. 
Ia the sarae way people ia this country 
Will uicrsssingly become tenants and & 
depart the farther from Ihe ideal condi 
tjon of a repoWic, 


With a stable, money standard, or, 


it must vary at all, a depreciating rath 
ex than appreciating one. this advantag 
to weal th ceases to exist, and the ninet 
and Ems average citizens prosper fiu 
moreia the aggregate than the one does 
under the present system. 


Tba true interests of the republic dp 


maud not that wealth be eqoalized, but 
that all be given a more equal chance 
This the repeal of the act of 1873 an 
the re-enactment of the coinage laws as 
they existed prior to thairyear will very 
greatly accomplish.

Bimetallism Will Steady PrloB»—: 


Two the Metals Together,

Crystal, N. D.—I, with thousands of

1. The fundamental trouble with all 


productive enterprises at the present 
time is found in the fact that year by 
year general prices are falling to a 
lower and lower level. Every-manu- 
facturer knows that it is impossible 
to conduct a profitable business when 
his products are constantly declining .in 
price. It is agreed by all 
political 


economists that a general fall in priutm 
i 


really means an appreciation in the 
value of money. The continued de- 
cline in general prices since 1S73 in 
all gold standard 
countries 
means, 


therefore, that the volume of money 
has been insufficient to keep pace with 
population an^. business. 
The great 


virtue that bimetallists claim for the 
remonetization of silver is that it will 
so increase the supply ot the money 
material that our money volume will 
be adequate to keep prices steady. The 
minute we steady prices prosperity will 
set in. because whenever a manufact- 
urer can sell his goods for a greater 
price than thry cost him to produce 
no other encouragement is necessary 
to induce him to manufacture goods. 
The farmer is in the same position as 
the manufacturer, and, whereas, he 
now finds his crops cost him as much, 
if not more, than he can sell them for, 
owing to the steady appreciation in 
the value of money, he will find then 
conditions i-cvefsfed and his crops sell- 
ing for more than they cost him. 


2. Eimetaliists claim that the equal-

parison with silver the demand for 
monetary purposes is thrown upon sil- 
ver and withrawn from gold until par- 
ity is secured. Should silver show a 
tendency to become more valuable than 
gold then the demand is taken from sil- 
ver and put upon gold, with a like re- 
sult. This action in regard to silver 
and gold is in no wise different from 
what it is in other cases where one ar- 
ticle is a substitute for another. Both 
wheat and corn 
can be made into 


bread, and both will sustain life. 
If 


wheat should become very scarce the 
fact that cornmeal could be used would 
prevent thft price of mieat rising be 
yond a certain flsur-?. People wonir 
begin to substitute corn bread for 
wheat bread, and thus the demand for 
wheat would be decreased. The trouble 
with the single gold standard is that when 
gold began to go up silver could not b< 
substituted, and therefore all the na- 
tions on a gold basis have been striv- 
ing to secure as much as possible of the 
limited supply of gold on hand, with 
the result that 
gold keeps steadilj 


mounting higher and higher. 


3. Tou mu.st understand that the price 


o* silver <n tbo TTnitPd Stntpj, would bn 
the price the world over. No one woul( 
bring silver here to be coined from any 
foreign country, becauscs the price in 
the fornlgn country would be the same 
a.s that here, less, perhaps, charges o 
transportation, etc. Besides this, no 
foreign coin would come here to he re 
coined, because In most countries the!; 
ratio is higher than 1 to 16, and henc* 
there would be a loss in bringing it 
hf.-rfc to be coined. Foreign subsidiary 
Bllver coin, of course, would not come. 
There is also no great stock of silver 


value, however, was never materially 
disturbed during the years from 1498 to 
1878. During the first period the ratio 
of valrae between the two metals was 
comprised between 14.14 and 16.25, the 
latter beiur the greatest divergence in 
value, although the ratio of production 
of gold to silver was 1 to 31 J£. 


During the second period the ratio of 


value was even more stable, the highest 
being 15.70 and the lowest 15.27, al- 
though the ratio of production of gold 
to silver had dropped to 1 to 6 practi- 
cally. During the third period, howev- 
er, whiah comprises the time since the 
passage of the act demonetizing silver, 
the ratio of production of gold to silver 
has been 1 to 17.63. During that iiiue 
the lowest ratio of value was 1 to 15.92,' 
while the highest ratio, about two years 
ago, was 1 to 32.56. Mr. Baldwin says 
that this demonstrates clearly and in 
the most positive manner that the vrvlce 
of the two metals is fixed by coinage 
and not by the bullion or commercial 
value. 


He points out that tbe small amount 


of silver used iu the arts during such 
time as silver was coined free with gold 
conld not affect the valne of the metal 
at all, and ttiat when the coinage value 
was less than the bullion value -the 
coinage supplied (he arts with such 
small measure of the metal as was need- 
ed, and even when the bullion value of 
silver fell below the established ratio 
the fact that it could bo coined into foil 
egal valne maintained the parity. 


During tbe 400 years under consid- 


eration the production of gold asiiount- 
ed to 424,900,302 fine ounces, a coining 
value of $8,783,469,400. The produc- 
tion of silver during the same time was 
8,013,132,030 fine ounces at a valne of 
110,357,812,100. The ratio of the pro- 
duction of gold to silver during this 
time was 18.18. 


It is shown that during the widest, 


variation iii the ratio of production of 
the. tivri ruotals a stable ratio of vulne 
was maintained because both metals 
were admitted to free coinage, but this 
ratio of value (was destroyed as soon as 
silver was deprived of the privilege of 
free coinage, with a constantly increas- 
ing divergence in the valno of the two 


lai= =iiicc 1S73. At one time the ra- 


tio of production of gold to silver drop- 
ped to 1 to C>, while ut another time it 
rose to 1 to y i W , but at no time bo- 
tweeu 1493 and 1873 did the ratio of 
the value of silver io gold rise to 17 to 
1 or drop to 14 to 1. Since the demone- 
tization of silver, however, the ratio 
has altered until it is now nenriy 8ii to 
1, this change having occurred in Ihe 
last 15 years.

their names beneath it.
